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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the Indication of the allowability of claims 1-15 is: 

Regarding claims 1-15, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in 
combination with the other claimed limitations a power outlet strip comprising a cover 
engageable into said opening of said upper casing and engageable with said peripheral 
fence, to anchor said cover to said upper casing, said cover including at least one 
aperture therein and at least one female receptacle engageable into said at least one 
aperture of said cover. 

This limitation is found in claims 1-15, and is neither disclosed nor taught by the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination.
